ease. 
Inq uiries revealed that the rela­ 
tively new procedure of immuniza­ 
tion against scarlet fever is not 
widely used in California at pres­ 
ent. 
W hile employ ed to a limited 
ex tent in private practice, it is too 
costly to be adopted as a preven­ 
tive m easure by public health au­ 
thorities, Dr. Presson ex plained. He 
ex pressed the belief, however, that 
with the development of this pro­ 
cedure and its more ex tended ap ­ 
plication, there is reason to believe 
that the medical profession shall 
have an effective weapon in the 
control of scarlet fever.

Complaints also 
hav e been receiv ed from residence 
owners, close to the school grounds, 
to th« effect that because of the 
dusty condition of the play grounds, 
their homes are literally cov ered 
with dust when a wind springs up. 
Many Methods Tried 
According

Duncan, 
v arious 
methods hav e been employ ed, but 
thus far no all-around treatment has 
been found. Chemicals hav e play ed 
an important part in these endeav ­ 
ors, the school official ex plained. 
Heading the list of chemical prep­ 
arations used for this purpose is 
calcium 
chloride. 
Treatment 
of 
school grounds with this chemical 
has been employ ed successfully by 
v arious school districts. 
Its use 
also has been adopted by large mo­ 
tion picture concerns. 
At

Ex celsior 
union 
high 
school, 
Norwalk, 
100,000 
square 
feet of the play ground w ere treat­ 
ed with calcium chloride two y ears 
ago.

Objection to the use of calcium 
chloride 1« raised, howev er, because

Duncan w ill recommend that the 
Lowell school play ground be select­ 
ed for ex periment purposes.

service by February 1 If present 
plans of the Southern Counties Gas 
company are not Interfered with by 
excessive rains or other unforseen 
delay s. 
Thousands of feet of slx-lnch 
gas 
main have arrived In Laguna Beach 
and have been stored on the J. M. 
Murphy lot at Beach street and 
Ocean avenue and on property four 
miles west of town. It will be dis­ 
tributed from 
these 
two 
points 
when needed. 
Ten giant truck­ 
loads of the pipe arrived last week 
and gave a thrill to those Lagunans 
who have been aw aiting the com­ 
ing of gas for many y ears. 
C. E. Rutledge, district manager 
for Orange county , announced that 
specifications have been submitted 
to contractors for the lay ing of the 
pipe to Laguna Beach. 
All bids 
m ust be in by today . 
"We figure that It will take about 
45 day s to lay the pipe,” said Mr. 
Rutledge. “We are negotiating with 
the state highway commission and 
the Irvine company regarding the 
location of the trench for the main 
line 
from 
Corona del Mar. 
The 
trenching will not be difficult for 
a six-inch main. 
In the meantime 
our own forces will be lay ing the 
mains and laterals in Laguna Beach, 
so by th at time the main line from 
the north is completed. We expect 
th a t gas will be available to con­ 
sumers in Laguna Beach the first 
of February .” 
Mr. Rutledge said the gas com­ 
pany will charge only for w hat pipe 
is used from the lot line to the resi­ 
dent in making service connections. 
If It requires 25 feet of pipe, the 
charge will^be $ 6.25. Service blanks 
are being sent to prospective con­ 
sumers. 
The gas pipe, which arrived In 
Laguna Beach this week, was ship­ 
ped to San Pedro from Birmingham, 
Ala. 
It is the highest quality of 
gas main and will last a great many 
y ears. The mains of the w ater dis­ 
tribution sy stem in Laguna Beach 
came from the sam e place.
